OIK,rd M DeLoach of the new Hal- 
vex Mills al Oalveston. who dis-

Commerce Thurs- 
day. 


I n d i c a t i n g the limited growth in 


the I p x l i l n industry in the Stale, 
however. Mr. DeLoach pointed out 
t h a t In lhe city and environs of 
Columbus. Oeorgia. there are morn 
than twice as many

as 


there are in the entire 
state of 


Toxiis. 


There has been in the past too 


much of the wrong attitude on the 
part of some communities toward 
textile mills, he insisted. 
Painful 


experience has clearly demonstrat- 
ed that a cotton mill is not an elee- 
mosynary institute to be petted by 
bonsiises and community zeal with 
the mere idea of getting payrolls to 
help the general community, hut 
must be considered as a straight 
industrial enterprise and success- 
ful only when 
conservatively 
fi- 


nanced and efficiently managed by 
able men. Under sound basic con- 
ditions the textile mill pays a very 
gooa return and means consider- 
able to a community's assets, he 
pointed out. A considerable factor 
in favor of textile development in 
Texas is the quality of native labor 
which rapidly becomes efficient un- 
der the direction of experienced 
managerial personnels. 


Citing the instance of the Worth 


•Mills which have been in success- 
ful operation for more than a year, 
Mr. DeLoaeh said that "in the first 
group of applicants there for ordi- 
nary positions'28 were high school 
graduates and that 95 per cent of 
the operatives had completed the 
sixth grade of public school. 
He 


called attention to the statement of 
a textile engineer who had.

alysed the employment situation at 
these mills and declared that the
